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The ‘Mhitsuntide rally of the FDI will to attended by 10,090 of tha rersennel 
attached to the HVA, The -ajority of these vill be honged in barracks be- 
lonzine to the forner poison-7as factory Miederlehne in the vicinity of fSnics~ 
weaterhaugen. Durine the rally the NVA rersonnel will for the first tine wear 
the new uniform announeed by Wilhelm Zaisser at a “eotine on 2 February 1950 


» This uniform will consist of shirt, blouse, and 
rarachubist~type tuced-in trousers, and rill be off a yellow-brown color simi~ 
lar to Soviet Army uniforms. It is not oxrected that wearons will be issued 
to the MIVA rersonnel for this occasion. 


The opinion rrevails in well informed cireles in the TIVA that all conceivable 


moans 77111 be’ enrloyed to obtein rermission for the use of the Olympls: Stadiun 
by the FD, and for the rromsed march throuch ‘Jest Berlin. If, however, le7al 


means are of no wail, these cireles consider that the march should be atternted 
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nevertheless, even thoith it is reconsized that, the flouting of the territorial 
jurisliction 6° the westorn powers nivht have serious rerercugaions. 


Ervin Enrclbrecht's arrcintnent to the orvanization committee for the Dy rally 
was se’ eduled to be effective as of 1l March, 


The scope of the rally has ‘een detormined exclusively by Soviet directives, 
witout reference to protests by the veoturn Allies, althon~h decisions as te 
FDI activities in the .estorn seetors of Eorlin may be influenced yy Alited cr 
position. As yet, hovever, there is no evidence that Allied pronouncements an 
he subject ave had any offect. 


In conpliance with orler received from Major General Petrakovaky of the Soviet 
Con.rol Cormission, all schools and Bereitschafiicn heve been requested to suit 
a jist of names of rersonnel who can be considered, on the basis of their por~ 
for ance hitherto, ag of rroper caliber fer platoon and squad leaders. 
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C. : Considerable evidence indicates that the month of May 1950 
fs to be an imrortant milestone in the time schedule of HVA affairs. Large- 
seale organizational moves and personnel re-shuffles can be anticipated, 
coinciding with the return of those police officials who are now in the Soviet 
Union for training. It is even thought possible that the proclamation of a 
"People's Army" may be a culminating event of the FDJ rally. 
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
